In the Virginia Legislature the other 


day, when nominations J for 
United 


States Senator were in order, Colonel 
Martin, a soldier in Lee's army, skid of 
Mahone: 


"He is renowned in peace and war; 


the subject of pauegjrio in history and 
aong, his name is heard all over Vir- 
ginia—in honor by hia friends, iii fear 
by hia enemies; and it was heard above 
the booming of the cannon and the hiss 
of the bullet at the Crater and in the 
jawa of death, in the never-dying refrain 
—'This way, Mahone's brigade!' Yes, 
ihe name of Mahone will never die. Hm 
gcniug, wisdom, and fortitude will make 
It live, and in bronze and marble he 
shall join the group in your Capitol 
Square, and the future historian will 
write the brightest page of Virginia's 
history in eulogy of this sculptured 
hero. 


"Mr. Speaker, let me say thivt the 


aoyereign General Assembly will to-day 
make a Senator, but only the Sovereign 
of the Universe cfcn make a Mahone. 
There are many now liTing who have 
been made Senators by these Houses, 
but there is only one Mahoue, and he 
was made by God alone." 


In oonneetion with tbe silver question 


the following resolution adopted in the 
Senat*—42 ayes) to 20 no«s—und con- 
curred in by the House—189 uyes to 79 
•noes—-on the 25th of January, 1878, im- 
mediately after tho d«fsat of tbe first 
-(old monometallist conspiracy, raakes, 
good reading: 


Basolved, By the Senate) (the) HOQB» 


of KeprcgeutatiTtis concurring therein) 
that all tke bonds of the United States, 
.issued or authorized to be issued, under 
•Bsid Acts of Cougrssa herein before re- 
cited are payable, principal and interest, 
at the option of the Government of the 
United State* in silver dollars of the 
coinage of tha United State* containing 
412% grains »aoh of standard silver; 
and that to restore to its coinage such 
silver coins as legal tnnder in payment 
of said bonds, principal and interest, is 
,eiot in violation of tha public faith, nor 
a derogation of the rights of the public 
creditor. 


A'he Secretary of the Treasury will be 


•jiiked to appeitr before the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee to discuss hi» policy 
concerning silver. As to the matter of 
his making no bond calls, it seems to 
bave escaped attention that under tb» 
law it is discretionary with him whether 
to make bond calls any time before the 
close of the fiscal year; and, as the fiscal 
year doss riot expire until June 30th 
next, those who want to inquire why he 
lias not complied with th« law may be 
told that ha has six months yet in which 
•Co do it. 


A new official seal has been engraved 


•for the President. Its central figuie is 
the spread eagle, and tha thirteen 
original States, the foundation of the 
Unioa, are represented by 
thirteen 


feathers in each wing of the eaglo, 
thirteen leaves on a laurel branch and 
thirteen arrows held in ita talons, 
thirteen bars in a shield on its breast:, 
thirteen stars between its wings, and 
thirteen letter* in the motto, "E Pluri- 
bus Unum." 


A contemporary says it will create 


surprise that Senator Evarts should 
come out in defenoe of silver coinage. 
Buoh surprise in needless, however, for 
Evsrts was one of the representatives of 
tha United States at the International 
Monetary Conference and made a long 
pro-silver speech, of which a aauatio 
Englishman remarked that it was "the 
best speech «ver made by anybody upon 
a subject which he knew nothing about."

The Silver 


WASHINGTON, DKO/12.—• Representa- 


tive Bengali of Texas in quoted as saying 
that he fears the Democratic party will 
go to pieces in tha contest over tha silver 
question. Senator Beck's speech in the 
Senate on Monday has caused serious 
alarm to many Democrats who warmly 
•apport the Administration, and other 
Democratic Senators are expected to 
follow him in the sama line of argument. 
Several bills have already been intro- 
duced in tha providing for the suspen- 
sion of the silver dollar, and it is ex- 
pected that many others on th« snma 
subject will be offered as soon as tbeir 
authors are reached in the call of the 
States, when Congress shall reassemble. 
When Speaker Carlisle announces his 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, soma idea can be formed as 
to the character of the report that wjll 
be made on these measures. It is gen- 
erally believed that this committee will 
contain a majority of silver men, as 
Speaker Carlisle's views are in that 
dirrction. If such shall be the case, 
than the committee will report adverse- 
ly to the bills for the suspension of 
the silver coinage. It ig understood 
that the gold man have three preposi- 
tions which they will present. First, 
the repeal of the Bland Act; second, 
the suspension of silver coinage for a 
specific period; and third, if no suspen- 
sion can be secured, to limit the coinage 
of the silver dollar to $500,000 per 
month, instead of $2,000,000, as is now 
required. Whether either one of these 
propositions will be accepted is a ques- 
tion. The silver men will resist any 
interference with the present order of 
things, 
and 
from 
their 
numerical 


strength can defeat any proposition for 
a change if they stand together. The 
silver fight will be a long and bitter one, 
and it will probably came earlier in the 
session than was at first anticipated.

Boston, has procured a gold watch, 
costing $215, with obain to match, 
which is to be carried to Brooklyn by 
Councilman Emmons and presented to 
tbe Rev. Henry War d Beecher, to take 
the place of the watch recently stolen 
from him. Tha case bears Mr. Baech- 
er's monogram on the outside, and in- 
side is inscribed: "Presented by tbe 
City of Boston to tbe Rev. Henry Ward 
Beeoher in recognition of his eulogy of 
General Grant delivered by him October 
22, 1885." 


Trouble at Bath Ends. 


Mr. Warner of Ohio will bring up bis 


silver resolution in the House as soon 
aa b« can after recess, and it is not un- 
likely that tbe Administration will be 
under fire in both ends of the Capitol at 
once, Tha interest in the silver ques- 
tion, and the probable attitude of Con- 
gress npon it, are by no means confined 
to our political and commercial centers.
